Penance-First Communion rule 


‘American Church is not a maverick’ — Cardinal Wright 


WORCESTER, Mass. (NC) — Cardinal John 
Wright, prefect of the Vatican Clergy Congre- 
gation, denied that his congregation’s recent 
declaration on Communion and confession has 
caused tension between the Vatican and the 
U.S. Church. 

The declaration ordered an end to ex- 
perimental programs which allowed children to 
receive First Communion before making their 
first confession. 


THE U.S. BISHOPS had petitioned the Vatican 
for a three-year extension of the Communion 
before confession practice. The Vatican turned 
down that request in a general document without 
formally answering the American petition. 

‘There is not one small speck of tension’’ 
between Rome and the American Church over 
that decision, Cardinal Wright said. ‘‘Our 
relations are exceedingly cordial.”’ 

While some have criticized ‘‘a lack of 
collegiality” shown by the decision, Cardinal 
Wright said the move was made “‘in a spirit of 
strict collaboration’? which is ‘‘mutual, warm 
and total.” 

“In fact,’’ he said, ‘‘the American Church was 
one of the few which filed a report’? on the 
practice. ‘‘The American Church is not a 
maverick.” 


THE CARDINAL ALSO saw rules limiting the 
extent of priestly involvement in social and 
political action. 


“T am in favor of revolution and reform by 
education rather than by fireworks, unless 
there’s a crisis,’’ he said, when asked what he 
thought of recent clergy arrests on United Farm 
Workers picket lines in California and at ‘“‘kneel- 
ins” at the White House protesting Cambodian 
bombing operations. 

“If these are among those situations that are 
almost routine, I don’t know what its valueisas a 


moral witness,’ he said. 


“It would be foolish of me to evaluate the 
situation without all the facts. The proportions 
must be weighed. 


“There is a place for this kind of witness. After 
all, what century are we living in; what Church 
am I working in? Moral witness is as old as Peter 
and Paul.”’ 


Mass for sniper victim as grape pacts voided 


ARVIN, Calif. (NC) — Three bishops con- 
celebrated a funeral Mass in Arvin park for Juan 
de La Cruz, 60, killed by a sniper’s bullet as he 
walked on a United Farm Workers’ picket line 
here. 

Concelebrants were Bishop Hugh A. Donohoe 
of Fresno, Auxiliary Bishop Patrick Flores of 
San Antonio and Auxiliary Bishop Juan Arzube 
of Los Angeles. Present were about 8,000 
workers and sympathizers. 

THE NIGHT before the Mass, the body was 
brought to the park for recitation of the Rosary, 
attended by several thousand persons. 

Meanwhile in Washington, D. C., it was 
revealed that Teamster president Frank Fitz- 
simmons had written to 30 grape growers in the 
Delano area repudiating collective bargaining 


agreements signed with Teamster field 
representatives there since Aug. 9. 

“‘No person has or had been authorized to enter 
into any such agreement with you on behalf of 
the International Brotherhood of Teamsters or 
any of its affiliates,’ the letter said. 

THE DAY before the letter was made public 
Fitzsimmons met with AFL-CIO president 
George Meany in another attempt to solve the 
union dispute. 

It was reported, but not confirmed, that the 
two leaders had reached an ‘“‘accommodation’’ 
in the bitter fight over union representation of 
farm workers. 

The ‘‘accommodation’’ would restore peace to 
California farm fields as a major step toward a 
final labor agreement.

Those forgotten evangelists 


Where are the evangelists? Not in this diocese, judging by the number 
of parishes named after any of the four selected by Christ to preach the 


Good News. 


Out of 165 parishes in the diocese’s four counties, 11 are named after 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, patroness of the Americas, but only four after 
the evangelists. And of the four, three honor St. John the Evangelist. 

The fourth, named after St. Mark, is in San Marcos. Missing completely 
is St. Luke and, until now, St. Matthew. ’ 

There seems to be no St. Luke’s parish in the immediate future, but in 
Corona, St. Edward’s parish is being split with the new parish called St. _ 
Matthew’s, honoring not only the evangelist but Msgr. Matthew J. 
Thompson, pastor of St. Edward’s for 30 years. 

Father Stephen A. Wiese, SCJ, is founding pastor of St. Matthew’s. He 
is from the Congregation of Priests of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 

The three St. John parishes are in Encinitas, Rubidoux and San Diego. 
John always has been a popular name in the diocese with about 50 of our 


priests baptized John. 


Two of the biblical evangelists also were Apostles — John and Matthew. 
The other two — Luke and Mark — were very closely associated with 


them.

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First Department on Aging report 


Major thrust at parishes 
for greater local response

A report on the first 18 months of the 
diocesan Department on Aging 
stresses that its major thrust will be to 
strengthen its services to parishes 
while getting greater cooperation from 
them. 

In endorsing the report, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher said ‘‘it clearly shows the 
need for more involvement on the part 
of the parishes. 


“THE AGING REQUIRE our at- 
tention in every phase of their life,”’ 
said the bishop, who established the 
department in January, 1972. 

The report, compiled by the aging 
department — an agency of Catholic 
Community Services — notes that most 
of its work has been in San Diego 
county, but cites the need to increase 
its services in the diocese’s three other 
counties — San Bernardino, Riverside 
and Imperial. 

A first step will be to set up 
workshops on needs and concerns of 
the aging in cooperation with north- 
ern area parishes. 


“THE DEPARTMENT demon- 
strates the Church’s concern for senior 
citizens by developing new programs 


and activities to correspond with their 
unmet needs,” the report says. “Its 
basic purpose is to be at the service of 
the aging of the parishes. 

“Though it is primarily a planning 
service, it also coordinates with other 
programs in the counties and cities. Its 
objective is to sponsor programs to 
meet economic, social, spiritual and 
cultural needs of the aged.” 

The department points out its 
original policy ‘‘was to wait for 
parishes to ask for services. This did 
not work, so now we are approaching 
pastors individually and contacting 
parishes through our Advisory Com- 
mittee.”’ 

ITS PARISH ACTIVITIES include 
visitations in private homes, board, 
nursing and convalescent hospitals; 
social, educational and recreational 
centers; days of recollection, con- 
sultations and referrals. 

It conducts workshops. on death and 
dying, trains volunteer workers, 
sponsors tours of nutrition centers (Los 
Angeles), and gives talks on aging 
problems. It works for legislation 
aiding the elderly and cooperates with 
the non-sectarian Cedar Community 
Center at 349 Cedar St., headquarters 
of Catholic Community Services. 


Familiar ‘Saints’ campus figure, 
Father Sullivan, to leave diocese

Friend and advisor to boys of St. 
Augustine High School for 15 years, Father 
William H. Sullivan, OSA, is leaving the 
diocese Sept. 15 for a new assignment in San 
Francisco.

He will 
also be a counselor at St. Paul’s High School 
for girls and will continue as education 
director for the Augustinian California 
province. 

Father Sullivan has been a member of the 
diocesan Priests’ Senate since 1968 and of 
the Diocesan Synod board for the last year. 


“IN BOTH GROUPS,” he says, ‘I have 
seen some first tentative steps, then 
growing confidence, and now a true stirring 
of new life in this diocese, a fuller and wider 
participation of the Church at large in 
shaping its response to challenges.”

Augustine’s, Villanova University (Pa.) and 
Augustinian College, Washington, D. C. He 
was ordained by Bishop Charles Buddy in 
St. Joseph’s Cathedral in 1952. 


Diocesan Synod commissions busy at full strength

Ten of the Diocesan Synod’s 14 com- 
missions have reached the required 11 
members in order to function, while the 
other four are filling their quorums.

Shape of things to come 


One of the penalties of living in an age of com- 
puterization seems to be the need for repeated 
“‘evaluation.”’ We’re told to evaluate ourselves, our 
neighbor and our community. Apparently we are not 
so sure we can sing that old song, ‘“‘I know where I’m 
going.” 

In this changing age and variable climate of life, 
evaluation becomes necessary because what was good 
enough yesterday is out of date tomorrow. 

I’ve heard the Priests’ Senate discuss evaluation of 
priests and parishes, so that moves could be tailored 
to suit (if you’ll forgive the pun). But how do you 
evaluate a parish or a priest? What is a good parish to 
some might be a difficult parish to others. And while a 
priest may be very acceptable and popular with one 
group in a parish, others may find him different. 

It seems inevitable that something will emerge in 
the way of parish and priestly evaluation. At least 
there should be an attempt to match the shepherd with 
the flock, to use an ancient simile. 


Evaluate what we are 


A good point was made recently by Father Richard 
John at the General Chapter of the Crosiers, the 760- 
year old order of priests and brothers. He said: ‘‘We 
have fallen into the trap of evaluating ourselves too 
much by what we have rather than by what we are. 
Consequently in our legitimate desire to build up our 
self-esteem, we don’t focus on genuine human values, 
but we gallop on to acquire an even greater baggage of 
exterior symbols of our worth.”’ 

Of course American society has been trained by 
Madison Avenue advertising to judge on the relative 
values of the Joneses next door. We are constantly told 
we are not “‘with it” if we haven’t changed our 
refrigerator, our V-8, our TV and our cereal to keep up 
with those around us. 

. The pre-occupation with fripperies has become a 
way of life — proved by the fact that Detroit sells 12 
million cars a year and that the appliance ads fill 
acres of newsprint. Maybe one happy thought at the 
rising price of wheat is that we might be spared some 
of the breakfast cereal ads which constantly tell us 
how unfortunate we are if we don’t have the right start 
to each day. 


Crosiers go for justice 


The Crosiers, mentioned above, are not too well 
known. At their recent Chapter they pledged to use all 
of the resources of the 1,000 member order — 
publications, conferences, preaching and so on — to 
promote economic and political justice in the Third 
World and in urban areas of developed countries. 

Father John said, ‘Looking about us we see the 
wreckage resulting from our worship of the god of 
mammon — premature heart attacks, alcoholism and 
drug addiction, broken homes and world tensions 
having their roots in the greed among nations.’’ They 
said in their joint. statement that even the Church ‘“‘as 
it is operating in the world today is not exempt from 
this social sinfulness.”’ 

And we are the Church. Anyway, we can expect to 
see the Crosiers, small in number, but determined in 
effort, becoming a stronger force in the shaping of the 
consciences of leaders and all citizens, according to 
Father John.

The reader asks me to explain. If you equate 
“sacrifice of oneself’ only with style of residence, you 
have a very limited view. The fact that this reader 
seized upon the item surely bears out the Pope’s words 
that bishops will receive ‘‘the aversion and un- 
popularity of men.” 


The lifestyle of bishops — or priests for that matter 
— is something which changes with the times. I think 
most bishops and priests are well aware of changing 
views, which call for an end to the accepted ex- 
travagances of centuries past. But then we have also 
to remember that the world would surely be a poorer 
place if, for instance, the Bishop of Rome, had neither 
the Vatican nor St. Peter’s Basilica for us to enjoy. 


There are many — and this includes priests — who 
consider American clergy generally are in the middle 
affluent level of income and lifestyle. They are cer- 
tainly better off than their counterparts in many other 
countries — including well developed countries of 
Europe. 


One of the happiest priests I ever knew was one who 
could pack all he owned into a suitcase and move at 
the behest of his superior. Or the one who, when called 
to receive high honor from his government, set out in 
the only coat he owned — 20 years old and very well 
worn!

Tissue of lies 


One thing has been made “perfectly clear” dur- 
ing recent weeks and months. Prevarication 
has become almost a part of American cul- 
ture. 


Whether by omission or commission, the viola- 
tion of truth is a grievous matter. But our 
moral sense has diminished to such an extent 
that a path which is not exactly truthful, an 
explanation which is not exactly candid, 
scarcely ruffles the conscience. 


- Absolute candor may not always be the best pol- 


icy. But honesty is. 


In high government circles, in private life and 
in public, we have seen truth debased in vary- 
ing degrees. Even the Church has its share 
of culprits. 


Minor falsifications, whether on a tax return, in 


reporting, in self-justification, soon become a s 


way of life. This too easily seduces the 
national culture, leading, as we have seen, to 
duplicity and inconsistency, inexactitude and 
perjury, even in what should be the most trust- 
worthy — and certainly the most powerful — 
of offices.

Vatican Il Dogmatic Constitution on the Church 


Revelations, it is necessary to be aware 
of the symbolic way the Bible often 
uses numbers. For example, if 3 
symbolizes God and 4 represents the 
cosmic totality, then 7 and 12 symbolize 
the balanced perfection of heaven and 
earth — for 7 equals 4 plus 3 and 12 
equals 4 times 3. 


The Book of Revelations seems to be 
put together in seven parts with each 
part also having seven divisions. In this 
way St. John suggests that the work of 
God is perfect. The cosmos was put 
together in seven days (again probably 
symbolic or theological use of the 
number) and it shall be brought under 
God’s dominion in seven phases within 
the context of a plan that is already 
fulfilled and perfect. 


The book compares the futility of the 
human revolt against God to the ab- 
solute perfection of God’s work. Take 
for example ‘“‘the beast.” ‘“‘For 42 
months the beast was allowed to mouth 


allowed to make war against the saints * 
and conquer them”’ (Revelations 13:5- 
7). 


But then St. John goes on to give a 
number to the beast: ‘‘It is the number 
of a man, the number _ 666’’ 
(Revelations 13:18). This number 
symbolizes Nero Caesar; for if you 
write the man’s name out in Hebrew 
and give each letter a numerical 
value, then add the numbers, you 
arrive at 666. 


Since 7 means perfection, 6 means #” 
something less than perfection; thus, 
Nero, and every revolt against God, is 
represented as a loser — in fact, a three 
time loser.

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Bishop deplores electronic bugs 


New safeguards ‘imperative’ 
to protect right of privacy 


The spread of electronic 
bugs, microfilm banks and 
computers that cannot for- 
give and are incapable of 
forgiving are “ominous and 
portentous” signs which 
religion has not yet dealt 
with. 

That’s the opinion of 
Bishop Mark Hurley of 
Santa Rosa, Calif., who 
warned that widespread 
gathering of data on private 
citizens “is at once desul- 
tory, capricious and dan- 
gerous.” 


BISHOP HURLEY, mod- 
erator of the Secretariat for 
Human Values of the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, writing 
for NC News, maintains 
“the inalienable right of 
privacy” often is bypassed 
by “those in power.” 


With the growth of 
technology there developed 
“an insatiable appetite for 
information gathering by 
government and _ private 
enterprise... an- endless 
craving to gather, store and 


retrieve data of all kinds,” 


he says. 


“The concept of privacy 
in moral theology has not 
been met head on... While 
the basis for the protection 
of privacy does exist in law 
and moral theology, yet the 
right to privacy has not 
been sufficiently enun- 
ciated in either.” 


BISHOP HURLEY said 
California citizens “were 
walking much in advance of 
their legislators, judges, 
administrators and 
theologians” when in 1972 
they approved Proposition 
11 which guarantees the 
right of privacy. But he

for nominations of bishops 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (NC) - 


— The Canon Law Society 
of America has proposed 
that major roles for choos- 
ing new bishops be given to 
diocesan committees. 

Under the society’s prop- 
osals, each diocese in the 
country would establish an 
11 member committee — 
one member appointed by 
the diocesan pastoral coun- 
cil — of priests, religious 
and lay persons to draw up 
a list of episcopal can- 
didates. 


THE LIST would be sent 
to the diocesan priests’ 
senate which would review 
the candidates and narrow 
the number to not more 
than 10. 

This new list would be 
sent to the bishop of the 
diocese who would inves- 
tigate the candidates and 
select, solely from those 
candidates, the names he 
will submit to the regional 
meetings of the bishops. 

Following a review by the 
U.S. bishops’ Committee on 
the Nomination of Bishops, 
the president. of the NCCB 
would send the list to the 
Vatican and to the apostolic 
delegate, thus bypassing 
the delegate’s influence in 
the nominating process. 


BISHOP Bernard a 
Flanagan, chairman of the 
Committee on Canonical 
Affairs of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic 
Bishops, said he foresees 
little hope for adoption of 
the proposals. 

Present rules, adopted by 
the Vatican in 1972, allow 
bishops of an archdiocesan 
region to consult informally 
— although not collectively 


— with clergymen and 
laymen in choosing a 
bishop.

BISHOP Flanagan, who 
heads the Worcester, Mass., 
diocese said he expected 


the NCCB to consider the 
proposals in November. 
The bishops “would be very 
cautious about abdicating a 
responsibility ... into the 
hands of a committee,” he 
said. 

The proposals “would be 
a model for study,” but 
implementation or adop- 
tion could not be done 
quickly. 


Just what is the National 
Catechetical Directory? 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
“Do you mean they’re call- 
ing you down to Washing- 
ton just to make a list of the 
names of people who teach 
religion?” 

This was the reaction 
Msgr. Wilfrid F. Paradis got 
from a lawyer friend when 
he told him he would be 
spending his next two years 
heading a _ project to 
develop a National 
Catechetical Directory. 

Msgr. Paradis laughed at 
the incident, but he said it 
shows “most people don’t 
understand what the 
National Catechetical Direc- 
tory is supposed to be.” 

DESPITE its name, the 
directory will not be a list 
of names and phone num- 
bers. It will be a basic state- 
ment of what should be 
done in religious education 
in this country. 

It will be based mostly on 
the General Catechetical 
Directory issued by the 
Vatican in 1971, the docu- 
ments of the Second Vati- 
can Council, the U-S. 
bishops’ 1972 pastoral let- 
ter “To Teach as Jesus 


Did,” and their 1973 state- 
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ment on “Basic Teachings 
for Catholic Religious Edu- 
cation.” 

But it will also be 
addressed to the specific 
situation of religion and 
religious education in the 
United States today. 


“THE DIRECTORY is a 
response to the signs of our 
times,” said Msgr. Paradis. 
“Tt will include a discussion 
of the factors in contempor- 
ary American society that 
are favorable to religion 
and of those that are detri- 
mental to religion or religi- 
ous education.” 

Msgr. Paradis defined the 
NCD as “a pastoral docu- 
ment, promulgated by the 
American bishops, contain- 
ing norms and guidelines 
for the teaching of religion 
to all Catholics in the 
United States.”

NEW ORLEANS, La. (NC) 
— Unity in the Catholic 
Church and among black 
Catholics — ‘not splintering 
the Church — were cited as 
goals of the National Black 
Catholic Convention here.

QUESTION: 
What does the Bible say about purga- 
tory? 


The word “purgatory” came into 
use during the Middle Ages and sig- 
nifies the teaching of the Church that 
the person who dies in the state of 
grace but lacks full perfection cannot 
enjoy the vision of God until this is 
eorrected. The Church has never 
defined purgatory as a “place” some- 
where in the sky. Theologians today 
are inclined to explain it as a “pro- 
cess.” Karl Rahner writes. that 
since we have no information either 
from Scripture or from a detailed 
definition of the magisterium 
(Church) ... the word purgatory ought 
not to stand in the way ofa better and 


While scripture contains many 
references to the after-life for both 
the good and the wicked, the only text 
that might possibly refer to ‘“pur- 
gatory” is found in II Maccabees 
12:42-45 which tells us that it is holy 
and wholesome to pray for the dead. 


QUESTION: 
Has the Church condemned the St. 
Joseph’s Hill of Hope or is it only 
undergoing investigation? 


Although the Church has not made 
—and probably never will make — an 
official investigation, a cursory 
examination indicates that its fol- 
lowers and supporters are operating 
on highly subjective principles and 


private individuals are financing the 
building program, no one can stop 
them. But the bishop is within his 
right (indeed, his duty) to warn 
Catholics who are being solicited for 
donations that the Church does not 
approve of the Hill of Hope. 


In cases where there is flagrant dis- 
regard of the Church’s official view 
on any matter, there is always the pos- 
sibility of the use of the penalty of 
interdict. The effect is, according to 
Canon 2272: “In a local particular 
interdict, ifan altar or chapel of some 
church is interdicted, no sacred ser- 
vice or rite is to be celebrated at that 
altar or in that chapel...” It is a 
severe penalty, but the public wor- 
ship of the Church is also a serious

The many faces of Jesus on film 


Is it possible to make a movie about Jesus that 
is spirtually satisfying, artistically sensitive and 
historically accurate? 

This question — debated periodically at least 
since Cecil B. DeMille released the original King 
of Kings in 1927 — came up with renewed vigor 
this year. Three films on Jesus, an _ un- 
precedented number for a single year, are on the 
commercial circuit. 

Godspell, Jesus Christ, Superstar, and The 
Gospel Road give vastly different portraits of the 
man from Nazareth. None is ‘‘a life of Christ,” 
but interpretations of Jesus and his ministry. 

The Gospel Road, which has the most 
traditional outlook, is narrated by country singer 
Johnny Cash. It depicts biblical scenes but 
makes no attempt to be as dramatically literal, 
as, for example the 1964 The Gospel According to 
St. Matthew. . 

Godspell presents Jesus as a modern clown; a 
music-man spreading joy and bringing soiace to 
a band of disciples from the workaday world of 
New York City. 

Jesus Christ, Superstar, is the film version of 
the popular rock opera. which shows Christ as a 
cult leader opposed to the ‘‘establishment.”’ 

The three films continue the tradition of 
controversy that surrounds motion pictures 
about Jesus. Few Jesus movies have received 
wide critical acclaim. The three current films 


‘have spurred mixed notices among secular and 


religious critics, Godspell winning the most 
praise and Superstar getting the sharpest 
trouncing. 

Yet The Lamp, published by the Graymoor 
Friars, suggested the films may say ‘‘as much 
about America today as they do about the Bible 


hi 


or the spiritual message” by illustrating ‘‘a 
contemporary attitude of searching...” 

The Gospel Road is a testimony to the singer’s 
faith born out of a struggle to overcome drugs. 
The film is a country and western trip through 
the New Testament and, as such is unacceptable 
to those whose tastes run more to Bach and 
Beethoven. 

After seeing the picture in Nashville, Tenn., a 
Protestant church executive said, ‘‘Johnny Cash 
can have the kind of Jesus he wants. That picture 
made me feel sick.”” But a woman who attends 
Cash’s Assemblies of God church found it 
‘“‘warm, inspirational and holy.” 

Superstar is a major target of two religious 
groups. One charges the film is anti-Semitic, 
because of its treatment of the Jewish 
priesthood’s role in Christ’s death. 

But many Christians are offended by the film’s 
presentation of Jesus’ nature, style and per- 
sonality and by the film’s treatment of him as 
only a man. Clearly divine attributes and the 
Resurrection are missing. 

In the film, director Norman Jewison presents 
the score as though a rock opera is being filmed 
in the desert. The cast arrives by bus at the 
start; at the end, the players, minus the Jesus 
character, leave by bus. Sy 

Many agree with a Newsweek comment that 
the film — especially its portrayal of Jesus. — 
strains ‘‘credulity.” In contrast to the buoyant 
figure in Godspell, Superstar’s Jesus is, to quote 
The Christian Science Monitor ‘‘impatient, 
irritable, depressed, lacking the compassion, 
love, peace of mind and. dominion which are 
traditionally associated with him.”

question of whether Superstar is a good drama. 
The Rev. William Fore of the National Council of 
Churches’ film department agrees with 
Newsweek that it isn’t. He considers the film an 
“artistic mistake’ that is disoriented and 
‘‘makes one either want to laugh or leave in 
embarrassment.”’ 

The U.S. Catholic Conference film office rated 
the film morally unobjectionable for adults but 
warned that the viewer can expect to see a Jesus 
who is a ‘“‘man rather than a man who was God.”’ 
The USCC rates Godspell and The Gospel Road 
as morally unobjectionable for general 
patronage. 

Godspell gives some evidence that Jesus need 
not look like he stepped out of a classical painting 
to be acceptable on screen. Some controversy 
has greeted the musical but negative 
assessments are minimal in comparison. 

The zesty spirit of Godspell generally pleases 
audiences. The possibility of the Resurrection of 
Jesus in the lives of modern persons is un- 
derscored. The ‘movie contains the words of 
familiar hymns given new tunes by composer 
Stephen Schwartz. 

Yet some Americans object to Jesus as clown 
and, as a New York Post reviewer noted, God- 
spell on film ‘‘could be offensive to those who 
don’t enter into the spirit of the playful, jesting 
but messianic treatment.” 

There are religious spokesmen who agree with 
Vincent Canby of the New York Times that 
Godspell is “‘not about religion or philosophy but 
show business... (it) is hardly more than a 
gimmick to allow the show’s authors to help 
themselves to some lovely original material 
never protected by copyright.’’ 

The current debate over films about Jesus is 
different in detail but not so much in substance 


from earlier controversies over if and how the- 


Galilean carpenter should appear in cinema. 
Jesus films evoke emotions. When emotions, art 
and religion are mixed, a consensus response is 
never possible.

How death came to Vietnam chaplains 


WASHINGTON (RNS) — 
Two received the Medal of 
Honor. One was killed by 
his country’s own bombers 
in an accidental air strike. 
Another was gunned down 
while ministering to a dying 
man. 

It was in circumstances 
like these that 16 U.S. milit- 
ary chaplains lost their 
lives: during the Vietnam 
war. Eight of the 16 were 
Catholics: 

ARMY CHAPLAIN 
(Major) William Joseph 
Barragy, 42, was killed in a 
helicopter crash in South 
Vietnam May 4, 1966. He was 
awarded the Legion of Merit 
posthumously. 

LT. CMDR. William J. Gar- 
rity, 40, chaplain of the USS 


Oriskany died Oct. 26, 1966 
in a shipboard fire that 
killed 43 men. 

ARMY CHAPLAIN (Cap- 
tain) Michael Joseph 
Quealy, 37, was killed by a 
Vietcong machine gun as he 
ministered to a dying man 
on Nov. 8, 1966. 

NAVY LT.- Vincent R. 
Capodanno, 39, serving with 
the Marines was killed 
Sept. 4, 1967, while minis- 
tering to wounded Ameri- 
cans and was posthumously 
awarded the Congressional 
Medal of honor. 

ARMY CHAPLAIN 
(Major) Charles Joseph 
Watters, 40, was killed Nov. 
19, 1967 while on a volun- 
tary six-month extension of 
duty in an accidental U.S. 


air strike. He, too, was 
awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor posthum- 


ously. 

ARMY CHAPLAIN 
(Major) Aloysius P. 
McGonigal, 46, had 


travelled all over the pro- 
vince of Hue while serving 
with the U.S. Advisory Com- 
pound there. He died Feb. 
18, 1968, during the Tet 
offensive. 

NAVY LT. Robert R. 
Brett, 31, while serving in 
an infantry battalion, was 
killed by fragments from a 
direct mortar strike of the 
bunker where he was offer- 
ing Mass. He was awarded 
the Legion of Merit post- 
humously. 


ARMY CHAPLAIN 


Charles Joseph Watters 


(Major) Ambrosio Salazar 
Grandea, 34, was born in 
the Philippines and 
became a U.S. citizen in 
1957. Seriously wounded on 
June 4, 1967 while conduct- 
ing religious services, he 
died eight days later in the 
Philippines.

Cuando termina la juventud? 


Por el Padre Luis F. Bernal 


Para enfocar los proble- 
mas juveniles en el Sinodo, 
pensamos que deben te- 
nerse en cuenta las carae- 
teristicas mas generales de 
la juventud actual. 

Por eso hacemos aqui un 
resumen de ellas. Al pre- 
sente la juventud es el 
grupo mas numeroso, es- 
pecialmente en el mundo 
Latino: el 65 por ciento son 
menores de 25 anos. Es una 
nueva fuerza de presion y 
un nuevo cuerpo social con 
ideas, valores y dinamismo 
interno propios, que busca 
participacion activa asu- 
miendo responsabilidades 
y funciones que no tuvo an- 
tes en la comunidad huma- 
na. 


ESTA EPOCA de crisis y 
cambios causa conflictos 
juveniles con las otras 
generaciones, lo cual exige 
esfuerzos de comprensién 
y dialogo de parte de joéve- 
nes y adultos; esta crisis 
purifica pero también nie- 
ga a veces los grandes va- 
lores. Una parte de la 
juventud acepta el aburgue- 
samiento; otra rechaza el 
sistema actual del mundo 
falto de autenticidad plas- 
mado por los mayores, y no 
quiere la sociedad de con- 
sumo que masifica y deshu- 
maniza. 


La juventud es muy sen- 
sible a los problemas socia- 
les y reclama cambios pro- 
fundos y rapidos en favor 
de la justicia. En la Iglesia 
es ella el mas poderosos 
factor de renovacién que a 
veces, por el idealismo ca- 
racteristico, se convierte en 
revolucion. 


Los jovenes anhelan un 
mundo mas comunitario, 
mas pluralista, de fraterni- 
dad universal. Rechazan la 
imagen desfigurada de un 
Dios lejano, burgués, tre- 
mendo; y buscan auténti- 
cos valores evangélicos. 


IDENTIFICAN Iglesia con 
estructura jeraquica y por 
no tener participacién co- 
munitaria, no se sienten 
Iglesia. Les resulta extrana 
e incomprensible la trans- 
mision rutinaria de la Pala- 
bra, sobretodo por no estar 
respaldada por la autenti- 
cidad de los pastores y pre- 
dicadores: exigen correla- 
cion entre doctrina y actua- 
ciones existenciales. 


Hay tendencia marcada 
hacia la comunidad juvenil 
pero no de_  estructuras 
rigidas ni “de organizacion 
masiva. La juventud aporta 
valorés positivos contrasta- 
dos con negativos: per- 
sonalizacion, conciencia de 
si mismo, creatividad; en 
contraste con los avances 
logrados en el pasado y con 
cualquier valor de tradi- 
cidn.’

Espontaneidad que exage- 
rada quiere destruir toda 
autoridad, institucién y nor- 
ma. 


RESPONSABILIDAD comuni- 
taria, autenticidad, sinceri- 
dad, aceptacién de los de- 
mas como son, y pluralismo 
social; contrastado todo es- 
to con el peligro de en- 
cerrarse en pequenos gru- 
pos agresivos. 


En los Estados Unidos 
son los jévenes Catolicos 
quienes protestan, quieren 
las guitarras y la musica 
nueva en la Misa, hacen las 
oraciones espontaneas, ci-
